In a special election next Tuesday, May 19, the electorate 
in the Fifth Congressional District will cast ballots for the 
candidate they prefer to fill the vacant seat of ailing, former 
Congresswoman Gladys Noon Spellman. The major candidates 
in the contest are Republican Audrey Scott and Democrat 
Steny Hoyer. Also on the ballot is Libertarian Thomas Mathers 
who is listed as an Independent, Filing as write-ins but not 
named on the ballot are Republican Robert Brickell, Democrat 
Melvin Perkins and Unaffiliated Christos Poppos. 
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Items Appearing in Council Agenda 
Destined to Change City’s Landscape

As it has been many times 
before, Council’s . agenda on 
May 4 was filled with items 
which promise to change the 
landscape of Greenbelt. These 
items included an overpass, a 
new gas station, a new restau¬ 
rant, and the future use of 
an old school. 

The city moved a step closer 
to a Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way Overpass as council made a 
supplemental appropriation in 
the General Fund to pay the court 
judgment and costs of the recent 
condemnation trial. On April 14, 
a Prince Georges County jury 
awarded $29,000 to the Council of 
Owners of Greenbriar Condomin¬ 
ium—Phase I for a tenth of an 
acre which will be used for a 
pathway to connect with the ov¬ 
erpass. The supplemental appro¬ 
priation passed 4-0 (Councilman 
Thomas Wihite was absent). 
Councilman Richard Pilski, real¬ 
izing the peculiarity of the situ¬ 
ation, stated that he would vote 
for the motion in light of a voter 
referendum which supported the 
overpass. His original vote, how¬ 
ever, was against the overpass 
at Gardenway. 

Exxon 

Two proposed new buildings at 
Greenway Shopping Center re¬ 
ceived favorable votes during the 
evening. First, council discussed 
a special exception for a gas 
station on the corner of Green¬ 
belt Road and Hanover Parkway. 
Traffic would enter the 40,000 
square foot tract from Hanover 
Parkway and exit on the opposite 
side by El Torrito's Restaurant. 
The Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) had recommended appro¬ 
val with five conditions: 1. site 
plan review, 2. low ornamental 
signs, 3. screens of low ever¬ 
green skrubs along Greenbelt 
Road and the southwest corner 


of the parcel, 4. sidewalks on 
Greenbelt Road and Hanover 
Parkway, and 5. no storage of 
wrecked or disabled vehicles. 

Robert Manzi, representing 
Greenway West Associates, sta¬ 
ted that the only problem was 
with the condition for a low or¬ 
namental sign. He preferred to 
postpone the sign consideration 
until site plan review because Ex¬ 
xon had not yet commented on 
the matter. Finding the request 
reasonable, council broadened the 
scope of site plan review to in¬ 
clude sign review. Council also 
felt APB’s recommendation for 
sidewalks was unnecessary be¬ 
cause sidewalks would be re¬ 
quired by the state and city. Oth¬ 
erwise, council moved to support 
the special exception with APB’s 
remaining conditions. 

Restaurant 

*‘We’ve had a very good work¬ 
ing relationship with them,” 
(Greenway Associates) noted Ma¬ 
yor Gil Weidenfeld as council 
moved on to the second Green¬ 
way project. This was the site 
plan for El Torrito’s Restaurant, 
The 10,100 square foot restaurant 
would be along Greenbelt Road 
between the gas station and the 
First National Bank of Maryland, 
The restaurant would be one of a 
chain of restaurants operated by 
the W. R. Grace Company. APB 
had four recommendations: 1. 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission should 
examine parking because 34 of the 
69 spaces shown as support for 
the restaurant were outside the 
parcel, 2. greenspace should be 
eliminated in the middle of the 
parking lot and added along 
Greenbelt Road, 3. low evergreen 
shrubs should be placed along 
Greenbelt Road to screen the 
parking lot, and 4. free standing 
signs should be subject to addi¬ 
tional site plan review. In sup¬ 
porting these, council noted a 


problem with grass islands by 
Safeway which pedestrians have 
trampled. Manzi said, “We’re to¬ 
tally in agreement with APB.” 
Council passed the APB recom¬ 
mendations as its position to the 
Prince Georges Planning Board. 

Greenway Associates stated that 
groundbreaking would be this 
summer with completion set for 
next spring. 

North End School 

Council received a joint advis¬ 
ory boards report about possible 
uses for North End School after 
it closes on June 30. Council 
members seemed to agree with 
the recommendations that the 
city obtain the property, prevent 
its purchase by private develop¬ 
ers, and permit no use which 
would require a zoning change. 
Council requested that staff ob¬ 
tain more information about the

The six week campaign has at¬ 
tracted nationwide attention as 
“a referendum on President Rea¬ 
gan’s budget-cutting proposals.” 
However, this view is not held by 
many local political pundits who 
claim the focus by the media on 
the special election is largely be¬ 
cause it’s “the only show around.” 
The cast has been star-studded 
with political celebrities stumping 
for Scott and Hoyer. 

Observers believe that voters 
will be making their choice for 
Congress largely on how they 
view the capabilities and effec¬ 
tiveness of each candidate, on al¬ 
legiance to their party, on sup¬ 
port for or opposition to Presi¬ 
dent Reagan, on the candidate’s 
position on social programs and 
matters, particularly those af¬ 
fecting federal employees. 

Locally the candidates will be 
judged on their stand on impact 
aid to Prince Georges County 
schools, Metro and senior citi¬ 
zens programs, especially social 
security benefits. How the voter 
perceives the candidates’ handling 
of constituency services will be 
a major factor. Mrs. Spellman con¬ 
sistently received the highest 
marks for adressing citizen con¬ 
cerns. 


In Greenbelt the Democrats 
continue to hold an almost 3 to 1 
edge in total registration. Eligible 
to vote in Greenbelt’s four pre¬ 
cincts next Tuesay are 8,767, an in¬ 
crease of 68 over the April 9 spe¬ 
cial primary total. Of those reg¬ 
istering after the primary, 42 
were Democrats and 28 Republi¬ 
cans; the Declines (Unaffiliated 
lost two. 

Center School precinct (21-3) 
continues to have the highest 
number of registered voters, fol¬ 
lowed by Eleanor Roosevelt (21- 
13) North End (21-6) and Spring¬ 
hill Lake (21-8) in that order. 
The Roosevelt precinct includes 
Greenbelt’s Greenbriar/Glen Oaks 
and Windsor Green developments, 
as well as several apartment pro¬ 


jects located just outside of the 
city limits. 

North End precinct has the dis¬ 
tinction of having the highest 
percentage of registered voters 
casting votes in the primary 
(49.79^). Center School was a 
close second with 48.69^ voting, 
followed by Roosevelt with 34.7% 
and Springhill Lake with 34.4%. 
The turnout of 42.2% city-wide 
was greater than the May 13. 
1980 presidential primary elec¬ 
tion, when 40.59?' of the 7,483 reg¬ 
istered voters trekked to the polls. 

As the campaign comes down 
to the wire, political advertise¬ 
ments are bombarding radio and 
television airwaves. Hoyer and 
Scott are also appearing together 
in debates 5n television and ra 
dio and at special candidates' 
nights around the district. Both 
candidates have been stressing 
their experience in public office 
and their leadership abilities. 

Scott, a member of the Bowie 
City Council, is now serving as 
mayor—the city’s first woman in 
the mayor’s seat and its first 
three-time mayor. President of 
the Maryland Municipal League 
during the 1979-80 season, she 
was board chairman and presi¬ 
dent of the Bowie Health Center 


prior to holding public office. 

A former federal employee, she 
and her husband, John, and their 
four sons have resided in the 
county since 1966. 

Hoyer served in the Maryland 
Senate from 1967 to 1979 and 
chaired the Prince Georges Coun 
ty delegation from 1969-1975. He 
was the youngest president of the 
Senate in Maryland history. Ma¬ 
ryland Municipal State Official of 
the Year in 1971, he received the 
Outstanding Young Marylander 
Award from the Jaycees in 1975. 

An attorney, Hoyer and his wife 
and their three daughters reside 
in Berkshire, in Prince George.s 
County, three blocks outside the 
■V’'. District. rXoycr has been a 
resident of the county for 26 
years.

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Monsignor O’Donnell Honored 
For Aid To Russian Jew 

Msgr. William F. O’Donnell, pastor of St Hugh’s Church, 
was honored by the Mishkan Torah congregation at recent 
Passover services for the role he played seven years ago in 
making it possible tor a Jewish citizen in the Soviet Union to 
be able to emigrate to Israel. As editor of the Catholic Stand¬ 
ard, Msgr. O’Donnell had written an editorial in April 1974 sup¬ 
porting the right of the man in question — Olsie Gellman — to 
“freely leave” the country of his birth. 


REMINDER 


In recognition of the role of 
Msgr. O’Donneirs expressed con¬ 
cern at that time, Rabbi Kenneth 
Berger of the Greenbelt syna¬ 
gogue asked the priest to pur 
chase ceremoniously the “hamatz,"' 
or non-Kosher food, which is for¬ 
bidden in Jewish homes during 
the Passover. ' 

Rabbi Berger believes that 
Msgr. O’DonnelFs editorial and 
his private efforts were the main 
reasons the Soviet Union allowed 
Gellman to leave. 

At that time Gellman and three 
companions were awaiting trial 
in Russia to be sent to Siberia. 
They were accused of “parasit¬ 
ism" for the yCrime of having ap¬ 
plied to leave the country. Gell¬ 
man hoped to rejoin relatives in 
Israel. As a result of that appli¬ 
cation, Gellman had been dis¬ 
missed from his position in ad¬ 
vanced physics and mathematics 
in the field of cybernetics. Be¬ 
cause he was deprived of his 
working papers and therefore 
could not find employment, he 
became a “parasite/' 

Jewish and non Jewish friends 
here feared that Gellman would 
be confined and Msgr. O’Donnell 
was asked to intervene on his be¬ 
half. The Soviet government is 
greatly influenced by non-Jews. 

In his editorial. Msgr. O'Don¬ 
nell wrote: “Mr. Gellman's case 
is not unique. But it does typify 
the basic difference between those 
who govern the Soviet Union and 
our own country—with regard to 
basic human rights. The differ¬ 
ence is attributable to the histor¬ 
ical background and other cir¬ 
cumstances which have influenced 
the development of the two coun¬ 
tries. The fact remains that if a 
man .seeks to leave this country, 
even permanently, at most a few 
eyebrows might be raised. Bui for 
Soviet officials such an action ob¬ 
viously has sinister implications. ” 

A few months later. Msgr. 
O’Donnell received a letter from 
Gellman, who was in Tel Aviv, 
thanking him for his help. 

The ceremony in which the ha- 
matz is transferred is called the 
“kinyan” —or taking possession of 
the handkerchief. After the food 
has been purchased from the con¬ 
gregation by the Rabbi, he turns 
it over to the honored non-Jew, 
who then gives the Rabbi a token 
amount of money and a contract 
is signed After the Passover the 
goods are returned.

Ways for Sprucing Up 
Center Suggested 

by Hally Ahearn 

“There’s a friendly atmosphere; there’s a hometown com- 
raderie,” said Joe Valenza, economist for the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission. (MNCPPC). Valenza 
and other MNCPPC staff presented their recommendations for 


revitalization of the center mall 
April 21. 

The staff characterized the mall 
as a neighborhood center with a 
stable and captive market of loyal 
local patrons. Little or no growth 
in real income or population is 
expected in the mail’s primary 
market (old Greenbelt). 

Valenza recommended that: 

(1) the city permit craft booths 
to be set up on the mall to create 
a sense of activity; 

(2) the city enforce existing or¬ 
dinances regarding bicycles in the 
center and institute foot patrols 
through the area; 

(3) the merchants and commu¬ 
nity increase awareness of the 
center by advertising to “alleviate 
the hiddenness” of the shopping 
area; 

(4) the area be kept clean; 

(5) the physical appearance be 
improved; 

(6) and finally, that center mer¬ 
chants develop an association to 
work toward revitalization of 
their commercial area. 

Bob Klein and Sylvia Silverman 
of the staff presented a site plan 
showing physical improvements. 
These included islands and plant¬ 
ing to break up the pavement and 
improve parking and traffic flow 
in the area behind the Co-op, 
painting all the buildings for uni¬ 
formity, inst€^ling a continuous 
band of wood ^bove storefronts on 
which store /signs of the same 
size and height could be placed, 
improving lighting in the center 
and on pathways to encourage 
after-dark shopping and congre¬ 
gating, adding seating and wind 
screens in the central or mall 
area, and overall, creating a logo 
and general image for the center. 

The suggestion which received 
the most comment, however, was 
that the rooftop over the Variety 
Store be converted to an outdoor 
cafe, A survey of mall shoppers 
showed that a restaurant (and/or 
a hardware store) would attract 
more visitors to the center. 

The innovative plan for an in¬ 
door/outdoor eating place on the 
mail’s second level was g^reeted 
enthusiastically by councilman 
Richard Castaldi. The councilman 
seemed to be already tasting the 
family-style fare—Italian. 

“I promised this (revitalization 
of the center) in my campaign,” 
he said. “Now we are beginning 
to see it come into reality.” 

However, as Valenza empha¬ 
sized, ‘The ball is in your court.” 
Revitalization of the center along 
the lines of the MNC?PPC’s rec¬ 
ommendations will have to be car¬ 
ried out by citizens and center 
merchants. 

At the next public meeting at 
2 p.m. on June 9, MNCPPC staff 
will share with interested citizens 
and merchants various avenues of 
funding and information on es¬ 
tablishing a local development 
corporation in partnership with 
the Prince Georges County gov¬ 
ernment.

Alcohol and Drug Abuse 
Prevention at Roosevelt

“Stayin’ Alive”, the Roosevelt School Community Alcohol 
and Drug Prevention/Intervention Project,- presented its first 
program on May 4 at an Eleanor Roosevelt High School assem¬ 
bly for the senior class. A film “The Last Prom” was shown. 
The showing was scheduled as a pre-prom activity to help 


heighten the senior’s awareness 
driving. 

In February, a ten-member 
team composed of parents, stu¬ 
dents and school staff members 
was organized at ERHS and 
trained through a State Board of 
Education grant to undertake a 
school-community based educa¬ 
tion and assistance program on 
substance abuse. The team aims 
at implementing the relatively 
new concept of intervention; The 
idea in the past has been that a 
person who abuses alcohol or 
drugs has to roach “rock bottom” 
and has to ask for help before 
help can be .successful. With in¬ 
tervention, attempts are made ro 
help the individual before he is 
destroyed.

treatment facilities for anyone 
who might realize the need for 
treatment.

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City Council to Consider Rezoning 
Petitions for Land Behind Greenway

Rezoning reauests for the 
Sunstates and Baker-Witt 
properties behind the Green¬ 
way Shopping Center will 
have a place on the city coun¬ 
cil agenda at the next regular 
meeting on May 18. Sched¬ 
uled for discusion will be 
Coakley & Williams’ petition 
9352 (Sunstates) and Western 
Development’s petitions 9350 
and 9351 (Baker-Witt). The 
former will be considered on 
June 6 by the county Zoning 
Hearing Examiner, the other 
two on July 22, 

Coakley-Williams are contract 
purchasers of the 33.7 acre Sun¬ 
states property (formerly Camer¬ 
on Brown Investment Group) lo¬ 
cated just outside the city's bor¬ 
ders. On the drawing boards for 
the Maryland Trade Center Park 
are two high-rise office buildings, 
a hotel and a Martin’s banquet fa¬ 
cility. 

The developers are requesting a 
change from the existing R-IO 
high rise apartment zoning for es¬ 
sentially the entire acreage to a 
combination of Commercial Mis¬ 
cellaneous (C-M) and Commercial 
Office (C-O). The rezoning appli¬ 
cation received a recommendation 
for approval with conditions by the 
Technical Staff of the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board, on the other hand, advised 
the city to recommend denial of 
the requested rezoning to C-M 
for 13.55 acres of the property. 
APB recommended approval of 
the requested C-O for the re¬ 
maining 20 acres. 

Annexation 

In a recent work session with 
council, representatives of Coak¬ 
ley & WUliams expressed their 
willingness to enter into nego¬ 
tiations with the city for annex¬ 
ation of all their property, includ¬ 
ing the 16-story Maryland Trade 
Center building slated to open in 
June, if the city would support 
rezoning of the Sunstates tract. 
Additionally the developer would 
also seek the city’s nod on var¬ 
ious licenses and permits and the 
phase-in of taxes. 


Council in its deliberations on 
the rezoning petition will be 
weighing the matter of annexation 
as well as the possible extension 
of Hanover Road to Good Luck 
Road. County officials have al¬ 
ready discussed the extension with 
City Manager James K. Giese and 
representatives of the developers 
at a meeting held on May 5. Pri¬ 
marily officials discussed the pos¬ 
sibility of creating a tax incre- 
mntal financing district (TIF) to 
make possible the road construc¬ 
tion. 

Ken Duncan, chief administra¬ 
tive officer for the county told 
the News Review; ‘T know that 
the project (Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter Park) is in our economic de¬ 
velopment program as a priority 
item.” He stated his belief that the 
county executive would be “inclin¬ 
ed to go along with the extension 
subject to looking at the borun- 
daries of the proposed tax district 
and zoning being in accord with 
the economic development pro¬ 
gram.” 

The county staff is pursuing the 
question of defining the bounda¬ 
ries of the tax district. This meth¬ 
od of financing has been made 
possible by a new procedure set 
forth in 1980 by the Maryland leg¬ 
islature. Bonds would be issued 
by the county with repayment 
made from tax revenues from the 
new development or from nearby 
new development. 

Bond financing for construction 
of the link to Good Luck Road is 
not likely to be considered until 
there are assured revenues coming 
from the new development. 

Western Development 

Western Development is the 
contract purchaser of the Baker 
and Witt properties located behind 
Greenway Center. In the fall of 
1979 Western had requested that 
the almost l-acre Baker property 
located south of Greenway be re- 
zoned from rural residential to 
C-M. At the same time Western 
asked that the 11-acre Witt tract 
located on both sides of Hanover 
Parkway behind Greenway be re¬ 
zoned from R-10 to C-M. Both 
tracts are just outside the city 
limits. 

APB recommended Residential- 
Townhouse (R-T) for that portion 
of the Witt parcel east of Han-

over Parkway and Commercial 
Office (C-O) for the land west of 
Hanover because (1) “the uses 
which the Board presently finds 
acceptable under the C-M zoning 
are also allowed under C-O and 
(2) . . . in the future, C-M zoning 
for a specific use on a particular 
lot will be considered . . 

In a work session with repre¬ 
sentatives of Western Develop¬ 
ment Corporation on April 30, the' 
developer’s attorney, Robert Man- 
zi, noted that the applicants were 
in accord with the recommenda¬ 
tion of APB. Western’s vice pre¬ 
sident, Jerry Dillon, said that at 
the present time there were no 
development plans for the tract, 
but that he envisioned low-rise 
office buildings. 

Also discussed were the sub¬ 
jects of annexation and possible 
city special assessment financing 
costs for public improvements as¬ 
sociated with the future develop¬ 
ment of the land. Council mem¬ 
bers felt that Manzi could contact 
city attorney Emmett Nanna to 
work on an agreement indicating 
intent to annex the property into 
the city. The draft agreement, 
along with the possibility of spe¬ 
cial assessment financing, would 
then be reviewed by council and 
Western, This same procedure 
was followed when council and 
Western were discussing annexa¬ 
tion of Greenway.

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Recreation Dcpartnicnt to Get Driver Ed Bill Passes 
Lowest Increase in 82 ’ Budget

“The Recreation Department is not complaisant,” Recrea¬ 
tion Director Hank Irving told the City Council at its May 5 
budget work session on his department* “We like change and 
we must keep attuned to it.” 

But change is gradual, for “nothing new has been funded 
for next yearns recreation budget,” said Dennis Piendak, assis¬ 
tant city manager. That message has been repeated at each 
work session. 

Green belt has the least expensive 
pool in the area. Use of the pool 
last summer jumped dramatically 
over the preceding year — 77.5*/?. 

The hot weather cut down by 
almost a quarter the amount of 
city funds needed to balance the 
pool account. Staff looks for that 
number to drop off somewhat. 

Gie.se reported on maintenance 
work completed this spring — 
considerable replacement of deck¬ 
ing and coping (edging around 
the pool), roof over center sec¬ 
tion of bath house rebuilt, scrap¬ 
ing and painting, a cosmetic coat¬ 
ing for the diving well. One leak 
has been found. 

The only two budget increases 
are for electricity and water; $500 
is planned for new deck umbrel¬ 
las. Piendak noted that in two 
years the city will have finished 
paying off the 1965 pool renova¬ 
tion bond issue. Special objectives: 
promote increased sale of season 
passes, and explore possible shade 
area for sun-sensitive patrons. 

Self-Supporting Activities 

Proposed expenditures for self- 
supporting activities are down 
slightly from last year’s budgeted 
amount. Within this budget, the 
bulk of the expenditures, and 
therefore revenue, comes from 
franchise leagues. Participation 
in these leagues increased last 
year by 359^—a function, says 
Giese, of changing demographics 
of the city. 

Councilman Tom White asked 
whether the use of fields by the 
leagues might be crowding out 
use by children. Irving said no. 
He feels there is still room for - 
expansion, particularly in softball 
and basketball. He pointed out. 
also, that the leagues are made 
up mostly of young adults — over 
the age of 18, though the age 
ranges up into the fifties. “There 
is no question that the new cen 
sus figures will show we’ve lost 
kids and gained young adults,” 
Giese explained. Therefore the 
orientation toward young adults 
is logical. While there are fewer 
youngsters, there is a higher per 
centage of participation, Giese ad¬ 
ded. 

The Boys and Girls Club has 
more participants than 10 years 
ago, and other organizations, such 
as Little League and SHL base¬ 
ball are holding their own. The 
number of women participants 
has been increasing. 


Expenditures for the coming 
fiscal year are pegged at $626,000, 
an incroa.se of only 2.2% over last 
year’s budget, the smallest in¬ 
crease for any city department. 
Estimates are based on no growth 
in the overall number of partici¬ 
pants — 327,5(X) — in the various 
programs and special events to be 
held during the coming year. 
While attendance at the pool and 
participation in franchise leagues 
showed incrca.ses last year, they 
are self-supporting activities in 
which added participation means 
added funds and therefore does 
not negatively impact the budget. 

Each account of the Recreation 
Department is followed by a list 
of .special objectives and, new 
this year, an outline of program 
functions helpful in understanding 
what the budget figures mean. 
Special objectives li.stcd under rec¬ 
reation administration include 
compiling data for a City Park, 
Recreation and Open Space Mas¬ 
ter Plan; searching for outside 
sources of revenues; continuing 
development of programs for el¬ 
derly and special populations; 
evaluating all programs for future 
fiscal priority^ revisions; providing 
means to show users how to enjoy 
parks and facilities without dam¬ 
aging property or rights of oth¬ 
ers (e.g., an outdoor bulletin 
board); and exploring potential 
shared uses of North End School. 

One addition to this year’s' rec¬ 
reation budget is money for a 
new heat pump for the Youth 
Center, which should be an en¬ 
ergy-saving device. City Manager 
James Giese said. Both the heat¬ 
ing and the air conditioning sys¬ 
tems there have required expen¬ 
sive extra maintenance during the 
past year. The old, oil plant will 
be maintained to provide back-up 
during unusually cold weather. 

Special objectives for the Youth 
Center building involve minor 
maintenance of the building, ero¬ 
sion control behind the building 
and monitoring of energy conser¬ 
vation procedures to reduce en¬ 
ergy consumption. 

A look at the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center’s budget also 
shews little change from last 
year. One item, repair and main¬ 
tenance of the building, shows 
less spent than budgeted last year. 
Piendak explained that because 
the public works crew was un¬ 
expectedly short-staffed at times 
during the year, he was forced to 
use the available personnel where 
they were most needed. As a re¬ 
sult, the SHL Rec. Center, a rel¬ 
atively new building, received less 
care than normal. 

While the number of partici¬ 
pants fell off last year at the 
Youth Center, use of the SHL 
Rec. Center increased. According 
to Irving, the increasing number 
of Maryland students living in 
the SHL apartments accounts for 
the difference. 

Again, special objectives center 
around minor repair and mainte¬ 
nance of the building, the adja¬ 
cent clubhouse and nearby land¬ 
scaping. 

Hie Pool 

Irving is pleased to be able to 
offer a discount to early purchas¬ 
ers of pool passes, (See advertise¬ 
ment this issue.) Even with the 
increase, he noted for council, 


The Maryland Senate gave final 
approval and sent to the Gover¬ 
nor’s desk a bill to revive the 
Maryland Driver Education Pro¬ 
gram. The bill, sponsored by Del¬ 
egate Gerard F. Devlin (D-P.G. 
County) overturns an earlier de¬ 
cision by the budget committee 
in both houses to eliminate the $4 
million a year State program. 

Under the provisions of the bill, 
the state will continue is $65 per 
student subsidy to local school 
boards for three more years. 

“Driver’s education is a good 
program which is badly needed,” 
Devlin said. “All of the counties 
need this assistance and especially 
Prince Georges County where TR¬ 
IM places an artificial ceiling on 
the county budget.” 

Presently, $3,3 million is raised 
a year for driver’s education by 
the $15.00 learner’s permit fee. 
The additional $700,000 to support 
the program comes from general 
funds of the Department of Trans¬ 
portation. The bill will raise this 
fee to $20.00 to make the program 
self supporting.

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GHI Board Hears from Committees, 


Individual Members in ShortMeeting 

by Sid Kastner 


Thursday evening’s regular 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board 
meeting was fairly short - 
ending about 10:30 p.m., an 
hour less than the usual dur¬ 
ation - and dealt mainly with 
committee recommendations 
(Nominations and Elections, 
Personnel) and rehabilitation 
work for the most part. Also 
heard were several critical 
comments from members on 
particular management pro¬ 
cedures. 

Committee Reports 

Suggestions for different vot¬ 
ing procedures in the annual 
membership meetings were pro¬ 
posed by the Nominations and El¬ 
ections committee chaired by Ste¬ 
phen Polaschik, among them the 
location of voting machines and 
possibly secret balloting. Audit 
committee member Katherine 
Keene noted that in the past the 
use of voting machines in the 
meeting hall has caused noise and 
disruptions, though both she and 
Volk agreed the machines could 
possibly be used outside the hall. 
Member Joe Comproni supported 
the idea of secret balloting. Bal¬ 
loting by mail, also proposed by 
some members, was argued a- 
gainst by Nat Shinderman be¬ 
cause “the actual arguments pro 
and con won't be heard by all 
fand also) alterations of proposi¬ 
tions can’t be dealt with,” Volk 
summed up the discussion by say¬ 
ing “I’m willing to entertain 
(these) suggestions for future 
meeting (but) not for this coming 
one” because of limited time now. 

. A set of recommendations on 
pay scales for GHI executive staff 
members was presented by Shind¬ 
erman for the Ad-hoc Executive 
Salaries Committee, Of four rec¬ 
ommendations two were readily 
accepted. With respect to the sal¬ 
ary for Director of Maintenance, 
director James expressed a reser¬ 
vation about present performance 
and wanted to amend the proposal 
to stipulate that “All positions 
mentioned . . . shall be full-time 
positions.” Other board members, 
however, including Joe Jenkins, 
Carl Conrad and Volk, felt the 
prerogative of judgment should be 
up to the manager and the amend¬ 
ment failed, 4 to 3. The fourth 
recommendation concerned the 
setting up of an advisory commit¬ 
tee of board members, but Curtis 
opposed this, again on the basis 
of infringing on the manager’s 
prerogative; Mitter himself not¬ 
ed it could “politicize” employee 
appointments. 

Other Actions 

Two other issues were quickly 
disposed of. The staff reported 
that “as a result of conversations 
with WSSC (on replacement of 
water mains and installation of 
individual meters) . . . the terms 
for WSSC financing need to be 
clarified.” The board promptly a- 
greed, on a formal motion, to 
“drop the WSSC , . . plan from 
the agenda of the membership

meeting unless WSSC provides us 
with the necessary information 
needed for the members’ consider¬ 
ation in a timely fashion,” Also, 
an extended time and material 
contract with the (Jehring Con¬ 
struction Company, which is car¬ 
rying out structural repair work 
on the frame homes to prepare 
them for siding installation, was 
recommended by staff member 
Gary Morningstor who stated 
“We’ve had no problem with this 
man at all.” After this endorse¬ 
ment, directed to board member 
Conrad who had expressed some 
reservations on the form of the 
contract, the requested authoriza¬ 
tion was voted unanimously on a 
motion by James. 

Member Comments 

Member Betty Deitch, noting 
that “the (board's) minutes are 
extremely important for the 
(running of the) corporation,” 
said that because of long delays in 
presentation several items in past 
minutes “got dropped in the 
cracks” and asked “why is this al¬ 
lowed to go on?.” The board did 
not disagree with the criticism, but 
chairman Volk replied that lack 
of personnel and fuhds prevented 
improvement of the situation, 
while General Manager Tim Mit¬ 
ter explained that secretarial 
time was already fully taken up. 
Some comments were offered by 
director Della Donaldson who sug¬ 
gested that important policy de¬ 
cisions might be separately ex¬ 
tracted from the minutes, and by 
director James who noted tTiat 
use of a computer might allow 
quick retrieval of past recorded 
motions. 

Ben Elkins commented further, 
on the matter of board minutes, 
that a “computer would be better 
at the job, and cheaper, and save 


manpower;” John Taylor of 4 
Laurel Hill cautioned on the other 
hand that “a computer is not a 
magical answer,” still requiring 
data to be fed in by people. Ben 
Hogensen offered a different solu¬ 
tion, urging that the minutes 
should record only actual motions 
to save work and time, as Rob¬ 
ert’s Rules prescribe. This was 
supported by Comproni. 

Board Secretary Margaret Ho¬ 
gensen summed up her position 
making the points that: 
“When I took this on, the board 
wanted longer minutes.” (b) The 
motions do stand out in capital 
letters, (c) The condensed vers¬ 
ions of motions should not go into 
a computer until (checked and) 
approved, (d) It is up to the board 
to change policy on this. 

With respect to the rehabilita¬ 
tion project Elkins had several 
criticisms, arguing that it was not 
initially “costed out.” He partic¬ 
ularly complained that “all the 
work (of sump pump installation) 
under'^ my unit was in vain” be¬ 
cause of a blocked drain and ad¬ 
monished the board that “You 
must think your program 
through.” 

On the proposed test case on 
Phase II rehabilitation (as repor¬ 
ted in last week’s News Review, 
a solution is to be 'sought in the 
Maryland courts) .member Sylvia 
Rosen asked the board for a clari¬ 
fication of the procedure in which 
two board members will file suit 
against the corporation: “Who’s 
going to speak for the other side 
. . . are you going to represent us 
fairly?” Volk and director Steve 
Curtis responded that the corpor¬ 
ation counsel would represent 
member interests and "It is neces¬ 
sary to get the legal precedents on 
these issues.” 


Having lived for over 36 years in my 40 year old frame house I 
am delighted with the changes and improvements being made 
under the rehabilitation program. I am impatient only with the 
costly delays caused by those who won’t accept three (or is it four?) 
democratic membership votes and the tremendously effective job 
that has been done by board and management in our behalf.

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Police Budget Hearing Sparks Citizen 
Requests for Higher Level of Funding

City council on April 27 began a series of work sessions 
on the municipal budget for the fiscal year starting July 1, 1981, 
In the first session, devoted to the police department and other 
public safety functions, city manager James Giese offered a 
budget that would continue police services at their present level. 

The Fraternal Order of Police, Schwan felt the more meaningful 
on the other hand, used the oc¬ 
casion to argue for an expanded 
police force. They described a 
view of increasing Grecnbelt crime 
as they see it "out on the street," 
and disputed crime statistics pre¬ 
sented by the police chief and 
city manager as being too low. 

A dozen residents of Green briar 
also spoke out, making it clear 
they want increased police pro¬ 
tection from the city, even if it 
means an increased tax rate. The 
exchanges of views were com¬ 
pletely orderly and temperate, but 
one councilman observed later 
that it was the "weirdest work 
session" he had ever attended - 
that it had become instead a 
"m ni- hearing." 

Proposed Budget 

The city manager proposed a 
police budget of $820,250, up about 
$45,000 from the amount bud¬ 
geted last year, but increased on¬ 
ly about $27,500 from the amount 
expcjctcd to be spent during the 
current fiscal year. Funding of 
the proposed buaget would come 
from general revenues <i $606,150). 
a state grant for police protection 
($170,000) , fines $44,000), and 
boat permits ($100/. 

Giese told council that there 
are no program changes proposed, 
no expanded or new services. He 
said it had become evident early 
in the budget review process that 
requests for increases by the po¬ 
lice department far exceeded the 
revenues available. The number 
of uniformed police officers as 
now proposed will remain at the 
present level of 26 Salaries will 
be increased an average of se¬ 
ven percent. Equipment costs 
will go up because of inflation. 

Giese advised council of his 
view that if one out of all the 
city's departments might warrant 
additional funding, it would be 
the police department with the 
addition of one or two officers. 

He recalled that when the city 
adopted the present 26-officer 
strength several years ago, the 
figure did not foresee the addi¬ 
tional police activity from Green¬ 
way Shopping Center and else¬ 
where in the city. Citing the ab¬ 
sence of definitive studies on the 
sizes of police departments ver¬ 
sus crime rates, Giese character¬ 
ized Greenbelt as having an av¬ 
erage size department for the size 
of the city, but slightly less crime 
than the average. 

At the request of council Po¬ 
lice Chief William Lane outlined 
the funding requests he had made 
which had been deleted from the 
final budget proposal. These in¬ 
cluded adding two patrol ofiScers 
and one communications officer, 
and increasing several employee 
benefits. 


City va. County Police 
Councilman Thomas White at¬ 
tempted to find out how much 
Prince Georges County saves by 
not having to provide police ser¬ 
vice for Greenbelt Giese said 
no figures are available but es¬ 
timated $500,000 to $700,000 yearly 
based on Greenbelt'a police bud¬ 
get. Giese noted that the county 
contends it does pro^de police 
service to the city, but iiis own 
observation is that county police 
are in Greenbelt only "on oc¬ 
casion." Councilman Charles 


question would be, what level of 
county police service would the 
city get if it did not have its own 
police department? 

FOP Views 

Greenbelt Police Sgt. James R. 
Craze, speaking as president of 
the local lodge of the Fraternal 
Order of Police (FOP), likened 
Greenbelt to Fort Apache, "sur¬ 
rounded by a hostile criminal ele¬ 
ment." Craze challenged several 
points made by Giese in his writ¬ 
ten budget message. 

To Giese's statement that there 
are no standards for the size of 
police departments. Craze said 
there are standards, "predicated 
on what the citizens of a given 
community are willing to bear. If 
a community wishes to be rela¬ 
tively safe ... it will bear the 
cost that brings relative peace of 
mind.” 

Whereas Giese had pointed out 
the absence of denfiitive studies 
showing a clear relationship be¬ 
tween size of police force and 
control of crime. Craze referred 
to his police experiences with 
the depravity of criminals and 
the anguish of victims, and said 
that "it is the people of the town 
who will suffer if the police force 
is not enlarged.” Craze went on 
to say that the city's police de¬ 
partment is now too small, and 
that the patrol force is no longer 
able to hold its own. 

Craze also challenged the sta¬ 
tistics on serious crime in the 
city presented by Giese, saying 
that the figures are too low. Craze 
said he had phoned the state of¬ 
fice which keeps records of uni¬ 
form crime reporting (UCR) sta¬ 
tistics, and the figures reported 
to that office by the Greenbelt 
police department for 1980 are 
higher than the figures presented 
to council in the budget docu¬ 
ment. For example, the budget 
shows 160 breaking and entering 
cases; the UCR record shows 232. 

This accusation provoked a ser¬ 
ies of questions from council 
members and citizens directed to 
Giese and to Police Chief Lane. 
Although neither was able then 
to explain exactly why the differ¬ 
ence in figures, Lane later did so 
in a memorandum to Giese (made 
available to council and to the 
NewTS Review. 

In the memo. Lane said that he 
has been providing city crime 
statistics for 16 years, using a 
method of scoring once used by 
the FBI and still in use within 
the city’s police department. When 
the statewide UCR system came 
into being about six years ago, 
the UCR classifications of crimes 
differed from those used in the 
city. For example, with break¬ 
ing and entering, the city sys¬ 
tem counts only cases of actual 
break-in; whereas under Ud^ the 
city reports to the state also at¬ 
tempted and unfounded cases of 
break-in. Lane chose to continue 
use of the older classification sys¬ 
tem for within-the-city reporting 
so that there would be consisten¬ 
cy with earlier reports, 

(Craze, interviewed by the 
New’S Review about Lane's mem¬ 
orandum, expressed concern that 
the lower counts produced by the 
city's internal system tend to ob¬ 
scure the higher amount of crime 


that he thinks is in fact present 
in Greenbelt and that he thinks is 
more accurately reflected by the 
UCR method of reporting.) 

Craze prefaced the presenta¬ 
tion of specific FOB budget pro¬ 
posals by emphasizing that the 
topics would be discussed in what 
FOP considers their order of pri¬ 
ority. To FOP, he said, staffing 
increases and communications 
improvements are more impor¬ 
tant than pay and benefits 
changes. 

Size of Force 

The FOP recommendations for 
police department staffing were 
presented by Sgt. Kenneth Stair, 
To bring the department up to 
the full strength needed, said 
Stair, would require the addition 
of seven uniformed and four ci¬ 
vilian personnel. He provided 
figures in support of part of this 
contention, showing the number 
of officers the FOP believes are 
needed during each of three daily 
shifts for each of the city's three 
patrol areas. (The city officially 
expanded from two to three pa¬ 
trol areas in April 1981. The di¬ 
viding lines are Kenilw’orth Ave. 
and the BW Parkway.) 

The FOP figures also took in¬ 
to account the number of hours 
lost from patrol duty by reason 
of days off, leave, court attend¬ 
ance, and training. The FOP 
conclusion was that four addi¬ 
tional patrol officers are needed, 
plus one investigative officer and 
two officers in administrative and 
staff^command positions. The 
four added civilian positions 
would provide extra support that 
the FOP believes is needed in the 
functions of records, communi¬ 
cations, and animal control 

The FOP, sa d Stair, proposes 
that the four patrol officers be 
hired January 1, 1982 — that is, 
midway through the upcoming 
fiscal year; and that the three 
support officers be included in 
the f^.ilowing fiscal year's budget. 
Stair estimated the four addition¬ 
al patrol officers would cost 4112 a 
year in taxes for a homeowner 
whose property is assessed at 
$40,CK)0. Said Stair, "That’s $1 a 
month for four more officers to 
help make our community safer,” 

Robert Zugby of Green briar 
told council he would find the $12 
a year reasonable for himself to 
pay, and he thought other resi¬ 
dents would agree. Councilman 
Thomas White pointed out that 
because the FOP proposes the of- 
fiicers be hired halfway through 
the fiscal year, the cost would 
double to $24 in the next year. 
Zugby responded that even $24 
a year woull be reasonable to him 
as a citizen. 

He also said that it is not en- 


Greenbelt Crime, 

A Report 

(Editor’s Note: The following is extracted jrom a report on 
“Crime in Greenbelt in 2 980/’ prepared by City Manager James 
K. Giese for the city council An accompanying table - see box 
- compares the numbers of serious crimes in the city over the 
lO-year period 1970-1980.) 

Greenbelt Police Department crime statistics for calendar year 
1980 reveal both good new.s and bad itews for citizens concerned with 
crime. On the good side, the total number of serious crimes which 
occurred declined from that of the previous year. On the bad 
side, significant increases in the number of breakings and enter¬ 
ings, robberies and rapes occurred. 

Overall. Greenbelt's crime rate for serious offenses is signi¬ 
ficantly lower than that for Prince Georges County and other major 
jurisdictions. Even though the city did experience significant in¬ 
creases in robberies and breaking and enterings, the rate of crime 
remains well below that experienced throughout the county. How¬ 
ever, the rate of auto thefts in Greenbelt is higher than for the 
county . . . 

The increases in breakings and enterings and robberies in 
Greenbelt reflect crime* trends occurring throughout the area. For 
breaking and enterings, Greenbelt's number of crimes increased by 
25^ while the increase for the county was 14for Montgomery 
County 36% and for the District of Columbia 28%, 

Robberies in Greenbelt increased by 28% while the county suf¬ 
fered a 27% increase, Montgomery County experienced an almost 
50% increase and the District, 43%. 

In the past year, the number of incidents of rape which were 
reported was greater (7) than the number reported in previous 
years (1-5). Even so, the rate of occurrence was less than for the 
county as a whole. In most rape occurrences, the victim and the 
offender are known to each other. 

Greenbelt's drop in total offenses is the result of decreases in 
the number of larcenies (theft), the most frequently committed 
crime in Greenbelt, and in the number of assaults. This decrease 
is contrary to area trends. In Prince Georges County total crimes 
increased 6%. The increase for Montgomery County was 5% and 
for the District, 13%. 

Location of Crimes 

About two-thirds of all city crimes occur in residential areas. 
One quarter of all crimes occur in commercial areas. The remaind¬ 
er take place in other locations including public facilities, parks 
vacant land and on major highways. Four out of five burglaries 
take place in residential areas. However, slightly less than half 
of the robberies and assaults take place in the residential areas. 

Th city was divided into three areas by the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway and Kenilworth Avenue to create east Greenbelt, 
west Greenbelt and center Greenbelt. West Greenbelt had 47% 
of the crime, east Greenbelt 22% and center Greenbelt 31%. Al¬ 
though center Greenbelt has more residential units than west Green¬ 
belt, the density of development is not as great. Also, most of the 
commercial development within the city is in west Greenbelt. With 
the opening of a major shopping center in east Greenbelt, and the 
construction of more housing units, it can be expected that that 
area’s share of the city crimes will increase . . . 

. . . the highest rate (of crimes committed in residential areas) 
is occurring in east Greenbelt, where there are 98 crimes for every 
1,000 dwelling units (d.u.'s) as compared to a city average of 66 
crimes per 1,000 residences. In west Greenbelt the rate is 71/1,000 
d.u.’s and in center Greenbelt only 51/1,00 d.u.'s. For the crime of 
breaking and entering, the crime that is most appropriate to relate 
to number of dwelling units, east Greenbelt again has the highest 
rate with 33/1,000 d.u.’s. Center Greenbelt has the lowest rate 
with 9/1,000 d.u.’s while west Greenbelt is in between with 19/1,000 
d.u.’s. Overall the city averages 17 breaking and enterings per 
1,000 d.u.’s. 

On the basis of the number of residential crimes per 1,000 d.u.'s 
for each of the three basic types of housing in the city, townhous- 
es appear to have the least amount of crime with a rate of 47 
crimes/1,000 d.u.'s. Apartment residents experience the highest rate 
with 74 crimes/1,000 d.u.’s. Free standing homes are in between at 
56 crimes/1,000 d.u.'s tout below the overall city average of 66 crimes/ 
1,000 d.u.'s. 

For breaking and enterings, however, the lowest rate per 
1.000 d.u.’s occurred this year with the free standing homes (12). 
The townhouse rate was slightly higher 114) and the rate for apart¬ 
ments was the highest (19).

ough for city staff to assess the 
size of Greenbelt’s police force 
against those in other communi¬ 
ties. How long, Zugby asked, 
would it take a police officer to 
reach Greenbriar on an emergen¬ 
cy basis if, as the FOP contends, 
the patrol force is understaffed? 

Another Greenbriar resident 
expressed concern that Greenway 
Shopping Center will require so 
much police activity that, if there 
is no increase in staffing, Green¬ 
briar will find itself without ade¬ 
quate police coverage. In reply 
to a citizen question, Craze a- 
greed that the growth of the new 
shopping center will put more 
demands for crime response on¬ 
to the police. The citizen then 
observed that Giese is assuming 
the crime picture in the city is 
static and so is recommending 
that the police be kept at its pre¬ 
sent level. Giese replied that he 
had not said that. He has pro¬ 
posed a budget that would main¬ 
tain the present level of com¬ 
munity services, but it will be 
up to council to make the deci¬ 
sions. 

Giese added jokingly, 'Td like 
a 50-man department. I'm an 
empire builder . . He went on 
to say that even if the council 
decides to add additional police 
officers, ‘T can’t promise a reduc¬ 
tion in crime.” 

Communications 

The POP spokesman on police 
communications equipment needs 
was Cpl. John Lann. He told 
council, “Of special importantce . . 
is the discontinuation of the out¬ 
dated . . . radios in certain po¬ 
lice cruisers, the obtaining of an 
adequate backup generator at po¬ 
lice headquarters, and the sepa¬ 
ration of frequencies for the Po¬ 
lice Department and the Public 
Works Department ... It is 
also vital that the city continue 
in the attempt to utilize the 
county repeater backup system at 
the water tower. This system is 
automatically engaged when 
power fails to the repeaters . . 
With violent crime increasing 
rapidly in the area, it is vital 
that the lines of communication 
for our officers be open and un¬ 
interrupted at all times. At 
present, this is only a dream for 
our officers.” 

Giese pointed out that all of 
the items requested are includ¬ 
ed in the proposed budget. The 
county has approved city connec¬ 
tion to the repeater facility, but 
has not yet done the hook-up 
work for the city. 

Pay & Benefits 

Sgt. Craze delivered the FOP 
requests regarding pay and ben¬ 
efits. He pointed out that it has 
been eight years since employees 
last received a pay increase at 
least equal to the annual increase 
in cost of living. He asked coun¬ 
cil to grant a 12.4% increase, to 
match the 1980 OOL increase. 

Craze went on to say that the 
FOP could accept instead the 
7% pay increase recommended 


in the budget if medical benefits 
were to be increased. Specific 
benefits requested by the FOP 
are that the city pay 100% of the 
premium costs for employee med¬ 
ical insurance; and that optical 
coverage under a health insur¬ 
ance plan be provided. 

Craze also proposed that the 
city increase the amount of an¬ 
nual leave that an employee is 
allowed to carry over unused into 
the next leave year and that 
compensatory time be granted at 
the same time-and-a-half rate as 
overtime is paid. FOP, said 
Craze, believes both these steps 
would have the effect of reduc¬ 
ing overtime costs for the city, 
with employees not necessarily 
gaining any immediate benefits. 

Responses 

Greenbriar’s Donald Shell said 
it was refreshing to hear the po¬ 
lice officers tell of their exper¬ 
iences, and to hear them put ser¬ 
vice above salary. Listen to 
them. Shell admonished council. 
Who, he asked, would know bet¬ 
ter than the officers what the 
crime situation is and what it 
takes to meet it? 

We in Greenbriar feel negelect- 
od, he said, and asked what they 
get for the taxes they pay. He 
told council he cannot agree that 
adding more officers to the force 
will not reduce crime, for he 
believes that visibility of the 
police deters crime. He conclud¬ 
ed with the view that Greenbriar 
pays the city more taxes than 
does Greenway Shopping Center, 
but that the center will chew up 
the time of the officers. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld com¬ 
mented on the practice whereby 
over the past four or five years 
the FOP has made reports to 
council. He said these have al¬ 
ways been very credible reports, 
and that council has been “re¬ 
sponsive to a degree” within the 
demands for other services such 
as recreation and roads. Weid¬ 
enfeld recognized the concern of 
citizens who live east of the 
Parkway. He said council will 
have to make political decisions 
as to how much it can raise the 
tax rate, and added that it was 
too early in the budget process 
to foresee the end result. He 
observed that police protection 
is one of the most important 
services the city can provide. 

Weidenfeld also nOtel his own 
interest in future citizen partici¬ 
pation through an approach such 
as “Crime Watch,” and proposed 
adding $3000 to the budget in sup¬ 
port of citizen crime prevention 
(now under study by the cit/s 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board). 

Giese provided an appreciative 
note for the POP by citing an 
observation from a number of 
applicant interviews for employ¬ 
ment with the police department. 
When asked by Giese why they 
have applied, the candidates have 
responded that it is because they 
have heard Greenbelt has a good 
police department.

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May is Proclamation Month for Greenbelt

Recognition of several spe¬ 
cial services offered by Green¬ 
belt citizens came to the fore 
at the May 4 Greenbelt city 
council meeting when Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld issued four 
proclamations. The month of 
May was proclaimed General 
Fund Drive Month in support 
of the annual fundraising 
drive of the Greenbelt Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department and Res¬ 
cue Squad, Inc. 

The appreciation of the com¬ 
munity for the essential services 
provided by this organization was 
expressed with an appeal to the 
citizens to support the campaign 
for funds to continue those ser¬ 
vices. Lt. John Krdb, Deputy 
Chief of the Greenbelt Police De¬ 
partment and Vice-President of 
the Rescue Squad, and Robert 
Laurer, President of the Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department, received the 
proclamation. Councilman Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi repeated praise for 
the Fire Department which had 
been expressed to him by those 
affected by the recent fire in 
Springhill Lake, saying that often 
such praise does not get back to 
those who merited it . 

May 17 was designated Ride-A- 
Bike for the Retarded Day to fo¬ 
cus attention on the bike-a-thon 
scheduled to start from the Youth 
Center at 11 a.m. on that date. Leo 
Davis received the proclamation. 

The Greenbelt Post of the Am¬ 
erican Legion auxiliary is conduc¬ 
ting its fundraising Poppy Sale 
during May. Accordingly, Mayor 
Weidenfeld proclaimed‘this month 
“Poppy Month in Greenbelt, 1981."' 

In connection with the 24th an¬ 
nual observance of Law Day and 
Law Week, which began on May 
1, Weidenfeld issued a procalma- 
tion urging citizens to reflect on 
the importance of our laws and 
the protection they give. 

Joe Michiline Fund 

On behalf of the Greenbelt Jay- 
cees, Larry Noel reported to the 
council that the fund to send Joe 
Michiline to compete in the World 
Deaf Olympics is nearing its goal 
of $4,000. Council voted to pro¬ 
vide a $100 city donation to help 
the local resident, who is close to 
the world pole vault record for 
Deaf Olympians. 

PRAB Reports 

Action was deferred on two 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board reports. Report 5-81, which 
deals with Recreation and Parks 
budget matters, will be reviewed 
by the Council in connection with 
the budget review. Report 4-81, 
dealing with a Lake Park Master 
Plan, was received by council on 
April 20. Since the proposals on 
which the PRAB report were 
based have also been referred to 


the Advisory Planning Board, 
council decided to defer any con¬ 
sideration of this matter, includ¬ 
ing the date of a public hearing on 
the Lake Park Master Plan. 

Parking Problems 

Council approved a motion to 
limit parking in an area of Gar¬ 
denway just east of Ridge Road to 
four hours, Monday through Fri¬ 
day, 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. This restric¬ 
tion was in response to a request 
by Dr. J. Taylor McCarl. whose 
dental offices are adjacent to the 
parking area. It was pointed out 
that the restriction will apply to 
employees at the dental offices as 
well as other persons. 

Parking at Lake 

The perennial topic of parking 
restrictions at Greenbelt Lake 
Park also occupied the council’s 
attention for some time. The 
question of modifying the parking 
restrictions in order to reduce 
the impact of overflow parking on 
Boxwood residential areas had 
been referred to the Boxwood Civ¬ 
ic Association. A letter from Hugh 
E. Donovan of that organization 
advised that no changes to the ex¬ 
isting regulations were being rec¬ 
ommended. 

However, additional aspects of 
the problem were raised by Don¬ 
ald Shell, a Greenbriar resident, 
who told the council that he nad 
made the most recent of many at¬ 
tempts to visit the Lake Park on 
May 3. As on previous occasions, 
he had been unable to find a place 
within the parking lot. Failing 
to see a sign because it was alleg¬ 
edly obscured by foliage, he park¬ 
ed in a prohibited area and was 
subsequently ticketed. Council 
directed the staff to check the sign 
and arrange for the foliage to be 
cleared. 

Weidenfeld then outlined a brief 
history of the city’s efforts to find 
a fair and workable solution to 
the Lake Park parking problem. 
He explained that various adjust¬ 
ments to the regulations have 
been made over the years and 
that some improvement has been 
achieved, especially in decreasing 
overall use of the Lake Park 
which had been endangered by ov¬ 
eruse. However, he acknowledged 
that no perfect solution had been 
found. 

Fireworks Contract 

Council awarded the 1981 Green¬ 
belt fireworks contract to the 
Zambelll company. There were 
bids from the Columbus and the 
Zambelli companies for this con¬ 
tract Although the Columbus 
bid was slightly lower, council de¬ 
cided to award the contract to 
Zambelli because the latter’s bid 
included a more extensive aerial 
display.

National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission budget. City 
Manager James K. Giese also in¬ 
formed council that there was an 
unconfirmed report that the plan¬ 
ning area had been expanded to 
include Adelphi and Hyattsville. 
Councilman Charles Schwan ex¬ 
pressed his concern that such a 
move could further reduce the a- 
mount of money available for the 
Greenbelt master plan. Council 
moved to express its concern a- 
bout these reports to the county 
council. 

Metrobus Cut-Back 

Several Greenbelt residents ap¬ 
peared before the council to voice 
their disagreement with proposed 
discontinuance of the R12 Metro¬ 
bus route in Greenbelt. Under the 
proposal the R12 route would ter¬ 
minate at Beltway Plaza; the area 
of Greenbelt that the R-12 served 
would be served by rerouted T-16. 
No change in frequency of service 
is proposed, but there is no as¬ 
surance that the times will remain 
the same. 

Alberta Schalet and her daugh¬ 
ter Clarissa explained the diflacul- 
ties which the proposed change 
would entail for them as regular 
bus riders. Gail Neumann indica¬ 
ted that the greatest problem was 
in making transfers when the pre¬ 
sent T16 route fails by a few min¬ 
utes to make connections with 
other routes. She requested that 
council try to do something about 
the transfer problem. Barbara Li- 
kowski spoke for herself and for 
others who could not attend, say¬ 
ing that many people are concern¬ 
ed because there is no informa¬ 
tion on the proposed T16 schedule 
and because at present the first 
T16 bus in the morning is later 
than the first R12 bus. Weiden¬ 
feld agreed with their concerns 
Imt warned that costs will be a 
factor. Councilman Richard Cas¬ 
taldi urged that scheduling be re¬ 
viewed so that ridership is en¬ 
couraged rather than discouraged. 

Giese mentioned that a public 
hearing is being set up by Metro 
on May 27 in New Carrollton. 
Schwan requested that the city

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MOST RECREATIONAL GROUPS ASK 
FOR MORE FINANCIAL SUPPORT

In a work session, held April 28, which lasted nearly three 
hours, the Greenbelt City Council, city manager and staff met 
with heads of recreation organizations to <liscuss their fiscal 
year 1981/82 budget requests. Two groups, ‘‘The Washington 
Ear’' and Eleanor Roosevelt High School’s Alcohol and Drug 
Prevention Program, “Stayin’ Alive,” were better described as 
social service rather than recreational in nature. 


‘The Washington Ear," repre¬ 
sented by Frances Shaw, request¬ 
ed a $500 donation. It is a non¬ 
profit corporation which provides 
radio reading services for the 
blind and handicapped, with ap¬ 
proximately 1500 listeners in the 
Metro area. “Stayin’ Alive” team 
members Muriel Weidenfeld and 
the Rev. Edward Birner asked 
council for a $1,000 allocation. 
Describing Greenbelt as “a mi¬ 
crocosm of American Society,” 
the team, composed of teachers, 
guidance counselors, parents, stu¬ 
dents and professionals of DICAP 
and the Prince Georges County 
Police Department, will conduct 
a community drug education pro¬ 
gram in the fall of 1981. Also high 
on their agenda is an assembly 
planned for the Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt senior class on drinking and 
driving, as well as a referral ser¬ 
vice of treatment centers for stu¬ 
dents. 

On a lighter note, Henry Buese 
and Florence Holly, representing 
the Golden Age Club, cited a need 
for a 100 cup .^coffee urn, draper¬ 
ies, file cabinet, color television 
and card tables. Their number 
one priority, however, was a re¬ 
quest for increased funding for 
bus transportation for the 300 
members. ‘The cost of renting a 
bus has gone up from $6.50 to 
$9.50 per hour,” stated Buese. The 
club asked for $2,200. While Coun¬ 
cil had allocated only $750 last 
year, money was added later in 
the year for transportation. 

Mrs. Martha Sutton, on behalf 
of the Springhill L»ake baseball 
league, made a request for $1,400, 
a $350 increase over last year’s 
request. 

The Aquatic Boosters Club, 
represented by Bob Buddy, asked 
for $1,800, a $100 increase from 
last year. 

Hearing Set On Proposed 
Metrobus Route Change 

The Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority and the 
Prince Georges County govern¬ 
ment will hold a public hearing 
at 7:30 p.m. Wednesday, May 27 
at the New Carrollton City Hall, 
8511 Legation Rd., New Carroll¬ 
ton, on proposals to reduce the 
amount of Metrobus service fi¬ 
nanced by the County. 

Changes are being considered 
in two routes affecting Greenbelt, 
the T16 and R12. This will be dis¬ 
cussed by the City Council Mon¬ 
day night. May 18. 

Persons who wish to testify are 
requested to furnish, name, ad¬ 
dress, organization affiliation if 
any, to: Mr. Delmer Ison, Secre- 
<ary to the Board, WMATA, 600 
Fi fthSt., N.W,, Washington, D.C. 
20001. Speakers will be limited to 
five minutes each although longer 
written statements may be en¬ 
tered into the record.

Greenbelt Concert Band 
spokesman Tom Cherrix submit¬ 
ted a $2,000 request, reflecting a 
$500 increase. 

Sandra Barnes, former presi¬ 
dent of the Greenbelt Labor Day 
Festival Committee appeared to 
introduce the new president, Dee- 
na Jones. Asking for continued 
support from the city regarding 
the construction of booths for the 
festival, she stated, “We ask for 
no money, just continued serv¬ 
ices.” 

Greenbelt Running Club’s Pres¬ 
ident, Larry Noel, requested $200, 
same as last year. 

Ernest Varda, president of 
the Boys and Girls Club, asked 
for an $8,700 allocation, a 5% in¬ 
crease. The higher cost of equip¬ 
ment, uniforms, etc. was cited 
as the reason for increased fund¬ 
ing. 

Martin Murray, president of 
the Greenbelt Little League, ex¬ 
pressed his appreciation to coun¬ 
cil, the manager and city work 
force for the preparation of the 
ball fields. “The fields are in ex¬ 
cellent condition,” he said. The 
Little League asked for $2,500, no 
increase from last year’s request. 

Pete Allen, president of the 
Tennis Association, submitted a 
request for $375, no increase from 
last year. 

Trix Whitehall, member of the 
Board of Directors of the Green¬ 
belt C^iltural Arts Center, Inc. 
asked for $3,500, citing the need 
for a 6,000 ft. reel projector and 
additional lighting equipment. 
Last year’s city contribution to 
the Arts Center was $3,500. 

The work session ended with 
the mayor and council expressing 
their appreciation to ail individ¬ 
uals present for dedication and 
unselfish service to the city, 
which, in the council’s opinion, 
“makes Greenbelt such a nice 
place to live.” 


Lake Park Parking Permits 

Greenbelt residents are remind¬ 
ed that permits may be obtained 
at the Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment for use of the Permit Park¬ 
ing Area at the Greenbelt Lake 
Park. A nominal fee is charged 
for this annual permit. While it is 
expected that adequate spaces 
will be available to accommodate 
all permit holders under normal 
circumstances, spaces are avail¬ 
able to permit holders on a first 
come, first served basis and on 
special occasions, all spaces may 
be occupied. 

The permit parking area was 
established so Greenbelt residents 
could drive to the Lake Park on 
busy weekends and have a park¬ 
ing space available. Public park¬ 
ing spaces are expected to be 
scarce, as parking is prohibited 
between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. on Sat¬ 
urdays, Sundays and holidays 
along Crescent Road, Lastner 
Lane and Ivy Lane in the vicinity 
of the Lake Park.
